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“@he Goming of “@he Holy Ghost 


N speaking of the Spirit which be- 


lievers ‘“‘should receive,” Jesus made 
this statement, “For the Holy Ghost was 
not yet given.” At His baptism, was the 
Holy Ghost not seen upon Him? and to 
remain? And at creation, did He _ not 
move upon the face of the deep, and did 
He not move upon and speak through pa- 
triarchs and prophets? Then in what sense 
could Jesus say that “He was not given?” 
The “birth of Jesus” was greeted by the 
shepherds, yet Jesus had been with the 
Father “in the beginning,” and was the 
agent in the creation of all things before 
He lay in the cradle at Bethlehem. 

At His birth, He took on Him the na- 
ture of man, that He might enter of- 
ficially His earthly ministry as Mediator 
between God and man, and so the Holy 
Ghost, the “eternal Spirit,” after Pente- 
cost, was in the world, as Mediator be- 
tween men and Christ. Some one has 
called His coming on the day of Pente- 
cost “the birthday of the Holy Ghost.” 

First. Then, the Holy Ghost from the 
day of Pentecost took up His abode on 
earth. He abides in the church, and this, 
the Church age, is called the dispensation 
of the Holy Ghost. He is in office on 
earth now and through Him the Father 
and the Son abide in the Church, and the 
activities and communications of the di- 
vine trinity in man are through Him. 
God the Father and Jesus the Son who are 
visibly present in heaven, are spiritually 
present on earth through the presence of 
the Holy Ghost. And so the blessed Holy 
Ghost, the third person in the Trinity, 
abides in the Church and is also in heav- 
en communicating with the Father and 
the Son from whom He proceeds as a co- 
equal partner in the Godhead, from 
which He can never be separated, 

Again, it was the day of Pentecost and 
not until then that the Holy Ghost, mys- 
tically, though in a very real sense, be- 
came embodied in the Church, but not by 
any means in the sense of the incarna- 
tion of Jesus. As “the Word was made 
flesh and dwelt among us,” it was God 
uniting Himself with sinless humanity, 
but here it is the Holy Ghost uniting 
Himself with the Church in its imper- 
fect and militant condition. Jesus, in 
speaking of the Comforter which is the 
Holy Ghost, said, “He dwelleth with you 
and shall be in you.” After Pentecost He 
is spoken of as being in His people, “The 
Holy Ghost which is in you.” The disci- 
ples recognized Him and honored Him as 
the true vicar or representative of Christ, 
His invisible self ever present among 
them. Notice, “It seemed good to the 
Holy Ghost and us.” Peter accuses Ana- 
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nias and Sapphira of lying “to the Holy 
Ghost.”” So the Holy Ghost is distinctly 
recognized as present in the body of be- 
lievers and in authority and supremacy, 
the center of the Assembly. 


After Jesus ascended to heaven and 
sent down the Holy Ghost, the Church 
was called the temple of God. “Know ye 
not that ye are the temple of God, and 
that the Spirit of God dwelleth in you?” 
and further, ‘““A holy temple,” ‘Ye are 
builded together for an habitation of 
God through the Spirit.” Jesus, in His 
incarnation, being the “image of the in- 
visible God,” could say, “He that hath 
seen me hath seen the Father,” and in no 
other way, so far as we know, could “‘the 
unknown God become known and the 
unseen God become seen.” As the Father 
revealed Himself through the Son, so the 
Son by the Holy Ghost now reveals 
Himself through the Church, and as 
Christ was the image of the invisible 
God, so the Church is appointed to be 
the image of the invisible Christ, and His 
members, when glorified with Him, are 
to be the express image of His person. 


In comparing this and the former dis- 
pensation, it has been stated thus: “In 
the old dispensation the Holy Spirit 
wrought upon believers, but did not in 
His person dwell in believers and abide 
permanently in them. He appeared unio 
men, He did not incarnate Himself in 
man. His action was intermittent, He 
went and came like the dove which Noah 
sent from the ark, and which went to 
and fro finding rest; while in the new 
dispensation He dwells, He abides in the 
heart as the dove, His emblem, which 
John saw descending and alighting on the 
head of Jesus. Affianced of the soul, 
the Spirit went oft to see His betrothed 
but was not yet one with her; the mar- 
riage was not consummated until the 
Pentecost after the glorification of Je- 


” 


sus. 
Then again, another greater reason why 
it could be said before Pentecost that the 
“Holy Ghost was not yet given” was 
because “Jesus was not yet glorified.” In 
the unfolding of the ages we see each of 
the persons of the Godhead in turn 
exercising an earthly ministry and 
dealing with man in the work of 
redemption. God, the Father, spoke 
from Sinai and the mercy seat giv- 
ing the law. Then Jesus, the Son, comes 
into the world to suffer and die and rise 
again; and now the dispensation of the 
Holy Ghost, the time of outgathering, re- 


newing, and sanctifying the Church 
which is the body of Chirst. In these di- 
vine ministries there is a necessary suc- 
cession in time and character. In Moses’ 
day it could have been said, “Jesus is not 
yet,” for the economy of the Father with 
its types and shadows, is not yet finished. 
But when the time of Moses’ trial and 
schooling under law was completed, 
Christ came to fulfill all types and sac- 
rifices in Himself, to do for us “what 
the law could not do in that it was weak 
through the flesh,” and to become “the 
end of the law for righteousness to every 
one that believeth.” When Jesus had 
finished His redemption work by dying 
on the cross, rising again and taking His 
place at the right hand of the Father, 
then the Holy Ghost came down to com- 
municate and realize to the Church the 
completed work of Christ. So as Jesus 
the Son fulfills to man the work of the 
Father, the Holy Ghost realizes to human 
hearts the work of the Son. As Jesus en- 
ters upon His earthly ministry, the Fath- 
er from heaven speaks saying, “This is 
my beloved Son, hear ye him.” When the 
Holy Ghost enters upon His earthly min- 
istry, Jesus, speaking from heaven says, 
“He that hath an ear let him hear what 
the Spirit saith unto the churches.” 


Then only, after the official earthly 
ministry of Jesus is finished, death and 
resurrection accomplished, He is glorified 
and takes His place beside the Father in 
heaven, can it be said, ““The day of Pente- 
cost was fully come,” and then, suddenly, 
upon those who are “‘of one accord in one 
place,” “there came a sound from heav- 
en as of a rushing mighty wind and it 
filled all the house where they were sit- 
ting, and there appeared unto them clov- 
en tongues of fire and sat upon each of 
them, and they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with 
other tongues as the Spirit gave them ut- 
terance.” 


As “the holy child” of the manger- 
cradle in Bethlehem was a testimony that 
God had “‘visited and redeemed his peo- 
ple,” so the “upper room” became the 
cradle of the Holy Ghost whose coming 
meant that a new and greater dispensa- 
tion had dawned for God’s people. The 
apostles now went forth with a greater 
vision of their Lord. They could boldly 
declare in the face of the rulers that Je- 
sus whom they had slain, “The God of 
our fathers raised up,’ and hath exalted 
Him, “to be a prince and a Savior.” “And 
we are witnesses of these things, and so is 
also the Holy Ghost whom God hath

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“ohe Latter Rain 


E. C. CLARK, Eprror 


Text: “Be patient therefore, brethren, 
unto the coming of the Lord. Behold, the 
husbandman waiteth for the precious 
fruit of the earth, and hath long pa- 
tience for it, until he receive the early 
and latter rain.” James 5:7. 


Here we have a parallel. “Be patient, 
therefore, brethren, unto the coming of 
the Lord.” Our patience is here con- 
trasted with His patience. We are wait- 
ing the coming of the Lord, and He is 
waiting for the precious fruit of the 
earth, “until He receive the early and 
latter rain.”” His patience will last until 
the end of the harvest, and our patience 
must last until the coming of the Lord. 
And since we are His workers in the 
harvest, the latter rain must inspire our 
patience. His coming, therefore, cannot 
be until He receives the latter rain, until 
the end of the harvest. 


Some writers who would be prominent 
against Pentecost have claimed the latter 
rain did not belong to the Gentiles. But 
if we find that the Gentiles received the 
early rain then they must also receive 
the latter rain. It will therefore be our 
purpose to examine the prophecies con- 
cerning the latter rain as compared with 
the early rain. 


Certainly it will be remembered that 
the promise of rain belonged primarily to 
Israel. Yet, it is not sufficient to infer 
that they alone should receive rain from 
heaven, nor do the prophecies infer such. 
It must be understood that the promise 
of God to give rain was like the law, it 
was only “ a shadow of good things to 
come.” The promise to give rain was 
prophetic of the outpouring of the Holy 
Ghost. 


The rain which was given from heay- 
en upon the land of Israel was natural 
rain by which the earth brought forth 
fruit for those by whom it was dressed. 
It will be well to here remember that 
God’s promise to send rain unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, as related in Deut. 11:14, 
has reference to temporal blessing only. 
Such has had a partial fulfillment, but 
awaits further developments and fulfill- 
ments, when Israel and Judah are re- 
gathered into their own lands. But that 
it foreshadowed the pouring out of the 
Holy Spirit is certain, and that James re- 
ferred to the early and latter rain as be- 
ing spiritual rain, is equally certain, by 
which the earth should bring forth fruit 
unto God, “the precious fruit of the 
earth.”” That he here asserts that there 
is to be an early and a latter rain is all 


the more decisive and is therefore in har- 
mony with the prophecy of Joel, as also 
with the promises of God. 

We quote from Deut. 11:14, wherein 
God’s Word declares, “I will give you the 
rain of your land in due’ season, the first 
rain and the latter rain, that thou mayest 
gather in thy corn, and thy wine, and 
thine oil.” This promise was made to the 
children of Israel upon entrance to the 
land of Canaan and with this promise al- 
so coincides the promise and prophecy of 
Joel in verse twenty-three of the second 
chapter. It is followed by the promise of 
the outpouring of the Holy Spirit, in 
verse twenty-eight, which view is also 
held by James, who certainly based his 
claims upon the significance of the na- 
tural rain which God had given to Israel. 

To help the reader understand the 
“rain in season” we will here give an ex- 
planation. 

CHART OF RAIN SEASONS 

Former rain, in the fall of the year to 
soften the ground, so plowing could be 
done and sowing could follow. 

Latter rain, in the spring of the year, 
to finish fertilization and ripen the har- 
vest. 

“I will cause to come down for you 
the rain, the former rain, and the latter 
rain in the first month.” Joel 2:23. Both 
rains are here combined. The latter rain 
of the Old Testament became the early 
rain of the Church Age, ripening the 
wheat of the Jewish nation, which also, 
since both rains came together, served 
the purpose of the former rain in soak- 
ing up the Gentile ground for plowing 
and sowing the gospel seed of the Church 
Age. 

The latter rain of the New Testament 
ripens and brings to maturity the Gentile 
nations that have received the Holy 
Ghost, making them ready for the rap- 
ture, the catching away of the Church, 
which is the “fullness of the Gentiles.” 
The latter rain also serves the purpose of 
the “former rain” in soaking up the 
ground of the Jewish nation, making 
it ready for plowing and sowing during 
the “tribulation,” preparing them for “re- 
freshing showers from the presence of 
the Lord.” 

The former rain which fell upon the 
land, began to fall in the latter part of 
October or November, and soaked up the 
ground that had been baked during the 
long, dry summer. Then plowing was 
done and the winter crop of barley and 
wheat was sown. The winter rains con- 
tinued very heavy through December, 
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January and February. March was also 
very wet, In April the rains came to an 
end, which was called the latter rain of 
the season, and finished the fertilization 
of the winter crops, ripening them for 
ingathering. 

To understand the spiritual application 
and significance, it will be necessary to 
see Israel as a nation, chosen and sown 
in the earth by the grace of God. “The 
vineyard of the Lord of hosts is the house 
of Israel,” Isa. 5:7, which God expected 
to bear fruit unto Him, but instead she 
went into captivity, the end of whose 
summer came, and whose harvest passed 
and found them unsaved. When the lat- 
ter rain came in the close of the Jewish 
dispensation, that should have ripened it 
into maturity, it was only to gather a 
small quantity of wheat “into his garn- 
er” (the Church). Yet, here is a beauti- 
ful harmony of the Gospel of John the 
Baptist, with the latter rain. John said of 
Jesus, “He shall baptize you with the 
Holy Ghost, and with fire. Whose fan 
is in his hand, and he will throughly 
purge his floor, and gather his wheat in- 
to his garner.” Matt. 3:11, 12. Here 
John says Jesus will “baptize with the 
Holy Ghost, and gather his wheat into 
his garner,” the promise of the latter 
rain—the ripened wheat and the Holy 
Ghost met together. 


Let us now examine the prophecy of 
Joel, given in the twenty-third verse of 
chapter two, which reads, “Be glad then, 
ye children of Zion, and rejoice in the 
Lord your God; for he hath given you 
the former rain moderately, and he will 
cause to come down for you the rain, the 
former rain, and the latter rain in the 
first month.” 

You will here notice the prophet says, 
“He hath given you the former rain 
moderately.” This was the former rain 
of the Old Testament, which was given 
moderately. “And he will cause to come 
down for you the rain.” The prophet 
here looks forward to the outpouring of 
the former rain and the latter rain as 
they meet together at Pentecost and be- 
come one rain (the rain), which, as 
James has already asserted, belongs to the 
New Testament a!so. And we would do 
no violence to the Scriptures to say that 
the former rain belonged to the Old Tes- 
tament, and the latter rain to the New 
Testament, and stop at that. However, 
to make them more easily understood, 
we may apply them to the natural sea- 
sons, and then to the dispensational peri- 
ods, as we have done. 

In the New Testament we have one 
rain falling at two periods, closing the 
Old Testament dispensation. It is the lat- 
ter rain and opening up the Gentile 
ground it is the early rain, which when 
closing the Gentile harvest becomes to

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A Fixed Heart

HERE is much said in the Bible con- 

cerning the human heart, but the 
text that I wish to use is Ps. 57:7. “My 
heart is fixed, O God, my heart is fixed: 
I will sing and give praise.” 

In the first place, there 1s nothing on 
earth that can bring as great joy to the 
human family as a fixed heart. Until a 
man’s heart is fixed, he is never satisfied 
and he is never established and he is nev- 
er at his best for God, nor for himself, 
his family, his church, and his country. 
But the psalmist said, “My heart is fixed, 
O God, my heart is fixed: I will sing and 
give praise.” 

The reader will notice that the psalm- 
ist repeated his statement, or in other 
words, his statement shows more than one 
work of grace. It is like Gen. 19:17; Isa. 
62:10. Now if a man’s heart is fixed, he 
ought to have the manifestations of a 
fixed heart, and he will have. They are so 
clearly marked that it will be no trouble 
to teil the man with the fixed heart 
wherever you meet him. As long as the 
carnal mind is in the heart there are man- 
ifestations of anger and jealousy, pride 
and lust, and other things. 

Anger is not natural. It is abnormal. 
It doesn’t belong to you and you would 
be better off without it. Pride comes in 
after the fall of man, therefore, it doesn’t 
belong to you. It is harmful, unchristlike. 
Ezekiel in his vision saw four faces. The 
man face in the vision represents the nat- 
ural human. To be natural is one of the 
most beautiful graces that a man can 
have, but to be real he must have his 
heart fixed. As long as the carnal mind 
is in him he is a dangerous man. Notice 
the text again. “My heart is fixed, O 
God, my heart is fixed: I will sing and 
give praise.” No man is in any condition 
to sing and give praise until he gets his 
heart fixed. A mad man or a proud man 
or a jealous man is in no condition to 
sing the melody of heaven. It is not in 
the heart of an angry man and the songs 
of a proud woman are disgusting to the 
public. And so, after all, one of the most 
beautiful graces I ever saw was the grace 
of naturalness. 

Man before the fall was natural, but 
when sin entered the heart man then and 
there became unchristlike and unfit for 
heaven. The sinner is out of harmony 
with God in every sense of the word. 
The regenerated is restored in part and 
the who!ly sanctified man is restored 
completely, as far as cleanliness is con- 
cerned. We can be cleaned up and cleaned 
out and kept in that condition while we 


are in this world. That is the condition of 
a man with a fixed heart. He is well pre- 
pared for the duties and the responsibili- 
ties of life. If your heart is fixed it will 
keep perfect time with the great clock on 
the walls of heaven for you are natural. 

Let us be bold like a lion. Look at the 
great political parties of our nation and 
see them all quail before the liquor and 
the tobacco traffic and the white slave 
traffic. A few city bartenders and a few 
city harlots can carry most any city elec- 
tion. Brother, I tell you, the average man 
is altogether without the courage of his 
own conviction. One knows just what 
ought to be done, another wishes it could 
be done, but they themselves are afraid 
to speak up and let the world know how 
they feel on the subject. The great God 
of ail the earth has given us fixed hearts 
to stand against sin. O dear Lord, give 
us one of such men in every pulpit. A 
man with a fixed heart and his path lit 
up will know his duty and perform it at 
any cost in spite of all holiness fighters. 
Such a man will be a terror to the devil 
and a mystery to the folks, and misun- 
derstood by plenty of good people with 
weak backs who will oppose him and 
think him just a little overzealous. Thank 
God for a fixed heart. 

Where is a man but what knows that 
holiness and righteousness ought to be on 
the banner of every city in the United 
States, floating in the breezes and letting 
the passing world see a nation that is 
built on righteousness? Where is there a 
man but what knows that every pulpit in 
the land ought to declare the whole 
counsel of God? But let some faithful 
pastor begin to cry out against sin, and 
all classes of sinners and many church 
goers and Christian professors raise an 
awful cry and put on an awful howl, 
and two-thirds of the good people will 
turn their heels on the faithful officer 
and pastor and flee for their lives. They 
often gain the downtown crowd and 
vote to reinstate wrong to defeat right by 
their ballots. They will put wrong on the 
throne and right on the scaffold to be 
crucified. We need to have a fixed heart. 
Lord, make me as bold as a lion. Let the 
world know I am a Church of God man 
and prohibitionist, that I believe in holi- 
ness in the pu!pit, civic righteousness in 
the courthouse and family Bibles on the 
center table of every American home. 
A home with a deck of cards on the cen- 
ter table and a keg of beer in the cellar 
will produce girls for the brothel and 
boys for the gutter and bring the old 
gray hairs down to the grave in sorrow, 
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shame, and disgrace. Let’s get our hearts 
fixed on God. Let us read Matt. 6:24. 
“No man can serve two masters.” But 
there are so many who are afraid of pop- 
ular opinion and what somebody will 
say. Beloved, we need our hearts fixed to 
do the will of the Lord and stand at our 
post of duty as good soldiers of Jesus. 

Isa. 40:31 says, “They that wait upoa 
the Lord shall renew their strength: they 
shall mount up with wings as_ eagles: 
they shall run and not be weary, they 
shall walk and not faint.” There are 
many things said about the eagle in the 
Bible. Today, while tens of thousands of 
Christians are swept off their feet by the 
awful storm of temptation of the devil 
and carried down the awful swollen 
streams of worldliness, other Christians 
in the same community are kept sweetly 
in their souls and it is because they are 
eagle-like. They have built their house on 
the Rock of Ages. The eagle is called the 
King of Birds because he can cleave the 
blue as nothing else can do. He never 
gets caught in a storm, When the black 
cloud begins to roll up he takes to his 
great wings and sails above the clouds and 
around in the blue sky and mingles in the 
lovely sunshine while miles below him is 
an awful storm raging, leaving death 
and destruction in its pathway. But the 
eagle doesn’t even get his feathers ruffled 
and it is all because he is above the storm 
line and so is every one who has his heart 
fixed. They will mount up when the 
tribulations set in. They will rise above 
the storms of the devil. I am glad that we 
can be kept by the power of God through 
faith unto salvation, ready to be re- 
vealed in the last times. 

Again, the eagle is a highland bird. He 
is never caught down in the swamps. He 
lives on the mountain top where the sun 
is always bright and the air is always 
fresh, so we are to stay out of the things 
of the world, have our hearts fixed to 
give God the praises. After all, how 
help!ess are we if our heavenly Father 
doesn’t feed us? We will starve. You may 
take the richest country on earth and if 
your heavenly Father doesn’t supply you 
with seeds you will starve to death. You 
can’t raise one mouthful of food with- 
out the aid of God, How beautiful is 
the spirit of a man who is gentle and de- 
pendent and how disgusting is the spirit 
of a man who is full of pride and self- 
conceit. The lamb loves to be led in and 
out to his pasture by somebody, and 
talked to, petted, fed, and watered. How 
much like the true child of God that is. 
Beloved, if you claim to be a Christian, 
let the world see that you are gentle. 

Again, the lamb is charitable, so to 
speak. He will let you cut every bit of 
wool off his back and never bleat. But 
how different with the goat. If you go

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Keeping Abead of Satan 


“Lest Satan should get an advantage of 
us for we are not ignorant of his de- 
vices.” 2 Cor. 2:11. 

In this plain statement the apostle em- 
phasizes the possibility of Satan getting 


ahead of us, or getting the advantage, 


which, of course, if he does, will very 
likely be near the head, 

You will observe that they are cau- 
tioned to forgive this person, and that 


if he was not forgiven he might be “‘swal- 
lowed up with overmuch sorrow,” show- 
ing that when one has been caught in an 
error and returns confessing, if he is not 
forgiven, the chances are he will become 
so filled with sorrow that he will say, 
“Oh well, no one cares anymore, so what’s 
the use?” thereby being swallowed up 
with overmuch sorrow.” 

Doubtless many have seen cases where 
some one had been disfellowshipped and 
was desirous of returning, but some one 
stood around grumbling, declaring, “I 
have no faith in him.” Possibly this was 
the case when Paul said, “Ye ought 
rather to forgive him, and comfort him, 
lest perhaps such a one should be swal- 
lowed up with overmuch sorrow.” The 
8th verse says for them to “confirm your 
love toward him.”” To confirm means to 
strengthen, or ratify. Then instead of 
being turned away, we are to add a little 
to our love “lest Satan should get an ad- 
vantage of us.” “For” says he, “we are 
not ignorant of his devices.” Satan is a 
watchful adversary, and if we “grudge 
one against another” we had better be 
careful lest we “be consumed one of 
another,” thereby Satan will get the ad- 
vantage. 

The apostle in writing to the Ephe- 
sians says, “For we wrestle not against 
the rulers of the darkness of this world, 
against spiritual wickedness in high 
places.” So as long as we wrestle we 
should strive to keep the upper hand of 
our adversary, In wrestling matches each 
tries to watch the other’s weakness and 
to get an advantage, and if he can catch 
the other off guard a bit, he will get it, 
thereby winning a great victory and ap- 
plause of his audience. So it is with us, as 
we wrestle we must watch the enemy 
and not allow him to get the advantage. 

“We are not ignorant of his devices.” 
This is one of his devices to cripple us. 
If we will not forgive when one asks, 
neither will God forgive us. In Gal. 6:1 
we have the words of Paul again, 
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“Brethren, if a man be overtaken in a 
fault, ye which are spiritual restore such 
an one in the spirit of meekness; consid- 
ering thyself, lest thou also be tempted.” 
No man, while on earth, is exempt from 
trials of life. When one thinks himself 
to be too good to be tempted, he had cer- 
tainly better “take heed lest he fall.” 
There is a possibility however of resisting 
the temptation and it not be a sin to us. 
Even Jesus “was tempted in all points 
like as we are, yet without sin.” But Je- 
sus was very considerate of others and 
taught His disciples to forgive. 

When a young man _ leaves home 
against the will of the parents and gets 
into serious trouble, his parents who love 
and desire to cherish him, are ever ready 
to forgive and forget, if only he will re- 
turn. Though the daughter may have 
lost her virtue, yet the father grieves and 
says, “I wish she would come home and 
be a good girl. I would gladly forgive.” 

“Considering ourselves.” I am quite 
sure that had David considered himself 
when Nathan the prophet gave him the 
parable of the ewe lamb, he would have 
rendered a different verdict. Sometimes 
one is caught in an error unintentionally, 
while others are in open rebellion. At any 
rate, when they return and God forgives 
we must forgive or the devil will get 
ahead. 

In conclusion let me say that I had 
rather have written on some other theme, 
but this seems to be burning on my heart 
and I couldn’t get away from it, And if 
any have aught against another, let’s re- 
member the admonition of the text, also 
Eph. 4:32, “And be ye kind one to an- 
other, tenderhearted, forgiving one an- 
other, even as God for Christ’s sake hath 
forgiven you,” and when deciding wheth- 
er to forgive another, “Consider thyself.”

The Fulfilled Prophecy of 
Tyre 
LESTER HAWKES 


Tyre was the leading city of Phoenicia, 
also a great Maritime city, and the ful- 
fillment of the prophecy of Tyre is one 
of the outstanding fulfilled prophecies of 
the Bible. Because of her being exalted, 
and because of her many sins God passed 
His judgments against her. In Ezek. 26: 
3, 4, 5, 12, 14 we find the judgments. 

“Therefore thus saith the Lord God; 
Behold I am against thee, O Tyrus, and 
will cause many nations to come up 
against thee, as the sea causeth his waves 
to come up. And they shall destroy the 
walls of Tyrus, and break down her tow- 
ers: I will also scrape her dust from her, 
and make her like the top of a rock. It 
shall be a place for the spreading of nets 
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in the midst of the sea: For I have spoken 
it, saith the Lord God: and it shall be- 
come a spoil to the nations. And they 
shall make a spoil of thy riches, and make 
a prey of thy merchandise: and _ they 
shall break down thy walls, and destroy 
thy pleasant houses: and they shall lay 
thy stones and thy timber and thy dust 
in the midst of the water. And I will 
make thee like the top of a rock: thou 
shalt be a place to spread nets upon; thou 
shalt be built no more: for I the Lord 
have spoken it, saith the Lord God.” 

Now we will look back into history 
and find out what all has happened to 
Tyre. It was said to have been founded 
about 2750 B. C. It was assigned to the 
Tribe of Asher but was never occupied 
by them. From 721-216 B. C. it suc- 
cessfully resisted the attack made upon 
it by Shalmanesser, king of Assyria. But 
from 585-572 B.C. Nebuchadnezzar, 
king of Babylon, beseiged the city and 
threw down the walls and broke down 
the city, but during that time the riches 
of Tyre were removed to a small forti- 
fied island not far from the mainland and 
Nebuchadnezzar had to leave without 
having gained his objective, Here the tirst 
part of the prophecy was fulfilled. 

Two hundred and forty years rolled 
by, then came Alexander the Great with 
his forces and attacked the city. The 
city was in the sea and hard to get at, 
so Alexander put his men to work, cast- 
ing the debris of the old city of Tyre in- 
to the sea to make a roadway to the is- 
land so his men could get to the city to 
attack it. After a seven-months seige he 
took the city. Here was another part of 
the prophecy fulfilled. 

Since that time the island city has 
been fought over at least eight different 
times, but the old city of Tyre has lain 
silent in her grave in the sea, while thru 
the ages the waves have washed the sand 
upon her, and, today, 2500 years after 
the prophecy was made, we find that it 
is fulfilled to the letter by the few fisher- 
men who live on that coast, and have 
found that the old buried city of Tyre 
is an ideal place to cast their nets, while 
the original site of the city of Tyre is as 


bare as a rock.

them the latter rain and at the same time 
becomes to the Jewish nation, the early 
rain and the latter rain, bringing them 
into national repentance and blessings of 
the Millennium. 

Next we will examine the prophecies 
to see whether the Gentiles were included 
in the early and latter rain. The prophet 
Zechariah has admonished us to “Ask ye 
of the Lord rain in the time of the latter 
rain, so the Lord shall make bright 
clouds, and give them showers of rain, to 
every one grass in the field.”” Zech. 10: 
1. Here the prophet says He will “give 
them showers of rain, to every one grass 
in the field.” James said “All flesh is as 
the grass.” If “every one grass, shall re- 
ceive rain’’ then all flesh shall likewise re- 
ceive rain, and it cannot be said that Is- 
rael and Judah compose all flesh. It is to 
“every one grass in the field,” and Jesus 
called the field the world, hence the com- 
mand, “Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every creature.” 
Then every creature may have rain, as the 
Gospel is the conditions by which we 
may receive rain. 

Rain certainly belongs to a vineyard, 
and there is not much likelihood of any 
fruit without it. As the natural earth 
thirsts and ‘“‘drinketh in the rain, that 
cometh oft upon it,” so do the souls of 
men thirst for the rain of the Spirit of 
God. Jesus said in Luke 13:6, “A certain 
man had a fig tree planted in his vine- 
yard; and he came and sought fruit there- 
on and found none.” This fig tree was 
the Jewish nation, and let it be remem- 
bered that it was then rejected by the 
husbandmen because of no fruit, yea, 
cursed. It had violated the terms of the 
rain covenant in Deut. 11:14. Israel had 
forgotten the Lord her God. This fig 
tree was planted in his vineyard. It was 
not all the vineyard, but was planted in 
it, and it is not sufficient to say that the 
fig tree was the Jews among Israel. For 
Israel was among the Gentiles as was also 
the Jews. That His vineyard here infers 
the Gentiles is certain. 

Paul, who declares himself to be the 
apostle of the Gentiles, and is here found 
ministering unto them, says in 1 Cor. 9: 
7, “Who planteth a vineyard and eateth 
not of the fruit thereof.” He here infers 
that he has been planting a vineyard 
among the Gentiles, This suggests fruit, 
for which James says, ““The husbandman 
is patiently waiting until he receive the 
Jatter rain.” 

The Apostle Paul said to the Corinthi- 
ans, “Ye are God’s husbandry.” 1 Cor. 3: 
9. And James has said “The husband- 
man waiteth for the precious fruit of the 
earth, until he receive the early and lat- 
ter rain.” God is expecting fruit from 
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His husbandry, the Gentiles. This will 
demand that the Gentiles receive the rain 
of the Spirit, and since they came in the 
early church period and have continued 
through the entire age it is certain that 
they have been a partaker of the early 
rain, as they are also of the latter rain; 
and that the Jewish nation in part ac- 
cepted Christ and was a partaker of the 
early rain of the Church Age, it is there- 
fore certain that they shall likewise re- 
ceive the latter rain, as the prophecies in- 
fer. 

The natural rain given to Israel was 
by covenant to them, yet the Gentiles 
also received the natural rain. And since 
Israel was God’s chosen nation, through 
which He had chosen to bless and sub- 
due all other nations, whatever blessings 
they have received the Gentiles may like- 
wise receive.
